Newly added Claim 7 depends from Claim 1 and recites that the plastic 
perimeter surface is integrally formed with the plastic frame elements. This feature of the 
invention was not claimed in (he patent, through error which was made unintentionally with 
no intention to deceive or mislead the United States Patent and Trademark Of fice.
